AN ADDRESS 
ON HARBOUR PROBLEM 

Dr. Adam Shortt Gave an Bl- 
oquant Address mi this 
Topic 

A meeting of the Mining Club was 
held in the Chemical Building yistcr- 
dny evening. Dr. Shortt addressid a 
I large audience on "The Labor l'ro- 
| blent." Dr. Shortt is i n; of the Do- 
minion Commissioners and had d< n« 
valuable work on the Arbitration 
Hoard and is thus particularly well 
qualified to speak on the subject. The 
lecture was of an historical n iture, 
and will i»e completed by another ad- 
dress on the present features of the 
question, to he given from two to 
three o'clock to-day n Doom 33 of 
the Engineering Building. The Fuc- 
i ulty haB consented to give attend: nc* 
to all those present. After a short 
introduction by the V r. si.li nt. Mr. 
Croesfield, Dr. Shortt gave his ad- 
dress, 

"Labor disturbances are both na- 
tural and necessary. They arc a 
healthy sign of vitality, and are 
greatly preferable to an apathetic at- 
titude. 

To trace the history of these dis- 
turbances we must go back to the 
causes which just contributed to 
cause such a state of affairs. The 
iirst time when conditions approxim- 
ated to those of the present day was 
when the Factory System was orig- 
Inated. n .h» individual then no long- 
er had to light natural conditions 
I Co-operative system. Disputes were 
alone, but joined with > thers n a 
no doubt frequent wlun the co al in- 
or home work system was in \ogue 
but they were of a parsonal and in 
dividual niture, to'al'y différant from 
those that occur nowadays. 

Self assertion, und a love of inde- 
pendence an 1 personal freed. mi i,re 
the predominant features of the Ang- 
lo-Saxon races, and in conse piences , 
it is among these races that Labor 



disputes are of the most freinent oc- 
currence. Thus our study must em- 
brace conditions in Britain, In the 
States, and in the Dominions but on- 
ly to a lesser extent the French, Ger- 
mans, end other races of the civiliz- 
ed world. 

The orig.'u of th.'se upheavals Is, as 
might be expected, to be found in 
England. Labor org niz.itiou is i n 
ly possible and in fact needful under 
the Factory System, and the growth 
of th;se two gnat industrial f.utirs 
may be traced side by side. At first 
the demands of the Wi rker were for 
improved r-anitary c nditlons, as well 
as for increased wages. Labor was 
their organizations or Trades Unions 
handicapped in those days, in that 
were regarded as conspiracies and 
treated as such. It was only in the 
seventies that a Trade Cnion h:d a 
legal and legitimate status. Em- 
ployers have always looked askance 
at Trades I nions, and in fact still 
do so. 

Arts of Parliament regulating con- 
ditions and hours of work removed 
the causes f x these disturbances and 
a period of comparative p<ace ami 
prosperity ensued. Later, however, 
the Unions found a new Held for thrfr 
activities in the moel?rn development 
of th> Capitalist S\ stein, and social 
Conditions of the workers. 

The employer is no longer con- 
stantly troubled with petty gtlev. nc. 
e'S from individual men and small as- 
sociate ns which involve a personal 
element, the most difficult type of 
quest'on to settle. The Trades Un- 
ions hear all cases of supposed griev- 
ances, and only those involving mat- 
ters of principle ever come to the ear 
of the employer. The Ignorant and 
I i;issed workman is no 1 ngtr ; rou.ht 
into cem'net with the employer, and 
instead the employer his to deal 
with clear headed men who have no 
pirsititi interests at. stake. In this 
manner Mich matters are s t I'd 
much more easily f an would be pos- 
sible Without tin Unions.
